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UNO ouaa een to Be Cut Off Over Summer

Students who are not registered for sum- 
mer Classes will be unable to access UNO’s 
academic computers after midnight May 9. 

Only students registered for the summer 
semester will have access to the four main 
academic computers under the direction of 
Computing and Data Communications 


(CDC), a notice posted on UNO’s Campus | 


Wide Information System (CWIS) said. 
According to the notice, “to prepare for 
the implementation of a new log-in system 
in the computer user rooms, we will close 
all student accounts on Hestia, Thor, Zeus 
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and CWIS at the end of the spring semes- 
ter.” 

Students currently registered for the fall 
semester can request summer account privi- 
leges, but will be required.to use computers 
in the user rooms, rather than dialing in from 
home. 

Lloyd Hasche, assistant director of aca- 
demic computing, said that in past years, 
students have been allowed to keep their 
computer accounts over the summer break. 

Although CDC’s on-line user guide 
states that “student accounts on-CWIS are 
good as long as one-remains enrolled at 
UNO,” Hasche said high traffic on the 
system and a lack of resources have made

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the new policy necessary. 

“When we had enough resources, we left 
the accounts open,” he said. “We're in a 
pinch now, so we want to make sure that the 
summer students get priority.” 

Matt Payne, an instructor in the computer 
science department, said he felt the decision 
to close student accounts was unfortunate. 

“Educational opportunities will be lost,” 
Payne said. “The reputation of UNO as an 
environment rich with freely accessible com- 
puter resources will be damaged.” 

Payne noted that students who have taken 
spring semester classes can still use many 
university resources over the summer, such 
as the library and the HPER building. 
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Payne said he also was disturbed by the 
“covert” manner in which the policy was 
announced. The location of the announce- 
ment and its wording are confusing, he said. 

“A big problem right now is that CDC 
does not communicate well with their cus- 
tomers, the students,” Payne said. “Most . 
students that I know are very confused by the 
upcoming changes in policy and so am I. 

“CDC needs to release easy-to-understand, 
clear and concise statements about what is 
happening and why.” 

Hasche said students who do not plan to 
take summer classes can stop by one of the 
user rooms in the fall to reopen their ac- 
counts. ,

To Create Free-Net

Nebraska Senator Bob Kerrey (D), Chan- 
cellor Del Weber and James Dawes from U.S. 
West Communications joined Howard Lowe, 


‘manager of UNO Radio/Television, at a press 
conference Monday to announce the project. - 


The Omaha Free-Net was one of 90 pro- 
posals submitted from around the country to 
the Corporation of Public Broadcasting (CPB) 
in competition for the grant to build a free 
computer-based community education and 
information service. 

CPB chose 12 of the proposals to receive 
part of the $1.4 million grant. 

“This network will allows us to communi- 
cate in a radical new way,” Kerrey said. 

Computers at sites such as libraries, ac- 
cording to a university relations press release, 
will allow users to find a variety of resources. 
These resources include health information, 
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electronic mail services and homework assis- 
tance for students. 

The press release stated some specific goals 
of the proposal: 

* help all Omaha citizens to become more 
informed. 

* expand educational opportunity for ev- 
eryone. 

° provide! more accessibility to information 
on community services. 

" e increase computer literacy. 

The network is scheduled to become op- 
erational later in 1994, Lowe said. He thanked 
everyone for their efforts, especially the U.S. 
West Foundation, which contributed to the 
fund. 

Although the “information superhighway” 
may take some time to bring to life, Hawes 
said, connecting roads like Omaha Free-Net 
are important. 

Weber praised the partnership and KVNO 
for advancing health and education. 

“I simply want to say,” Weber said, “we 
accept.”

The Office of Intemational Stud- 
ies and Programs and the Aviation 
Institute at UNO have teamed up to 
coordinate a student exchange pro- 
gram with the Riga Aviation Univer- 
sity (RAU) in Riga, Latvia. 

The United States Information 
Agency recently awarded UNO a 
$75,000 granttodevelop the program, 
said Merry Ellen Turner, director of 
international programs. 

The grant will allow six students 
from RAU to attend classes at UNO 
during the coming fall and spring 
semesters, she said. 

“We are working to make arrange- 
ments for these students,” she said, 
“so that they leam as much about 
Omaha and the United States as pos- 


ing host families, providing an orien- 
tation program, setting up classes and 
putting togetheran academic program, 
as well as providing cross-cultural 
and extracurricular activities for the 
students, she said. 

Five UNO students will beawarded 
scholarships, funded by the grant, to 
study at RAU, she said. The recipi- 
ents, who will be enrolled in a three- 
month program at RAU in the sum- 
mer of 1995, must first take acoursein 
Latvian language and culture atUNO, 
Turner said. 

“We will also provide them witha 
pre-departure orientation so that they 
are aware of what kind of conditions 
they will encounter in Riga,” she said.

She walked in the front entrance of the 
building, shoulders forward and slouching. 
Wearing a floral dress and no make-up, she 
appeared to be like any woman on the street. 
When the woman behind the counter asked if 
she needed registration, she quietly replied 
yes and opened her purse. 

She took out a small handgun and handed 
it to the police officer. 

Even though this woman might be seen as 
an exception, it is not unusual for a person — 
especially a woman — to own and carry a 
gun.,But women don’t carry guns simply to 
take up space in their purses. 

In order for anyone to seek and purchase 
a gun, there must have first been some sort of 
fear or motivation for a person to even con- 
sider buying a gun. For someone to make a 
conscious decision that 
they need to own a gun, 
something, or someone, 
must have persuaded them 
that they are safer armed 
than unarmed. 

With the increase in the 
number of assaults, sex- 
related crimes and attacks 
not only in Omaha, but 
throughout the nation, 
many have decided to take matters into their 
own hands and buy a gun. Armed with a false 
sense of security and a notion of safety, 
millions of Americans are now toting a hand- 
gun waiting to prevent themselves from be- 
coming another statistic. 

However, many fail to remember that 
although a gun may help make a person feel 
safer, there are never any guarantees. 

If, for instance, a woman was walking 
down the street and a man grabbed her arms 
from behind, it would be impossible for her to 
reach for her handgun in order to save herself. 
Unless everyone walks around with their guns 
loaded and ready to fire, there is always the 
possibility of being caught off guard and not 
knowing what to do until it is too late.

It is justifiable to say guns are necessary, 
to adegree, for certain purposes: hunting and 
law enforcement’s use for protection, How- 
ever, when regulations become so relaxed 
and guns are so easily accessible that a 12 
year-old can attain a semi-automatic, an in- 
crease of regulations needs to be addressed. 

As long as there are many different types 
of people in this world, there always will be 
the fear of becoming a victim. However, 
there are other ways to feel, and actually 
become, safer. Although it is unfortunate 
that so many people have become scared 
enough to purchase handguns, it is even 
more unfortunate that of those owners, many 
do not know how to properly handle and care 
for their weapons. 

As a result, the possi- 
bility of a disaster in- 
creases. If a person, who 
has sought protection by 
a handgun becomes a 
victim in their attempt to 
increase safety, one must 
examine the irony of the 
Situation. 

Later on, as I was 
leaving the police station and sitting at a red 
light, the woman crossed in front of my car. 
I couldn’t help but remember the gun inside 
her purse and how every day she must be 
walking-in fear. Fear has driven her not only 
to purchase, but carry a gun everywhere. 

The unfortunate thing is that this woman 
feels threatened enough to have a weapon 
and be prepared to use it. Looking at her 
walking down the street, not only did she 
look afraid, but she also looked like a poten- 
tial victim, unable to protect herself from 
someone seeking to harm her or even take 
her life. , 

Until people feel safe enough to walk the 
streets alone without the false security of a 
gun, there will always be guns, regardless of 


- whether they are banned or regulated by the 


government. The only thing that can be done 
is to regulate not only who can own guns, but 
how they are used. 

Once gun owners are responsible and 
knowledgeable enough not only in the use 
and care of their weapons but in avoiding 
disasters and accidents, perhaps guns will 
finally be used by those who are mature and 
responsible enough to use them —- not just by 
anyone who can write a check and get a gun 
licensed.

After All These Years 


News flash for all live music fans or even prospec- 
tive minds who are seeking a musical catharsis! 

The Melvins are playing the Capitol Bar (15th and 
Capitol) on April 28. If these lauded founders of 
Seattle musical grunginess aren’t enough to tweak 
your fancy, you'll will be pleased to know that the 
Melvins tour is being supported by The Obsessed. The 
Obsessed are also forefathers of an equally intense, 
and presently popular scene, of the Washington DC 
underground, where metal fused with punk in a com- 
bustion of volitile energy and powerful music. 

The Obsessed, hailed as a respected influence by 
such well known acts as L7, 
Henry Rollins, White Zombie 
and DC powerplayers Fugazi, 
have recently reformed after 
their relatively obscure under- 
ground success in the early ‘80s. 
Led by cult legend guitarist/vo- 
calist Scott “Wino” Weinrich, 
the groundbreaking three piece 
is again storming the stage, this time on an interna- 
tional level, with their agressive style of vintage punk 
injected metal. 

Sounding like punk cut Sabbath meets a pissed of 
Deep Purple at a gloomy Valium basement party, The 
Obsessed seem to obsess over nothing but the usual 
angry love affair with honesty. With the release of The 
Church Within the band pulls no punches in its disdain 
of the mundane. They know where they came from and 
what got them there, and have remained true to their 
underground, slow grind metal roots for the past 10 
years. As they say, if it ain’t broke, don’t fix it. 

The Church Within might sound a bit dated upon 
first listening. But learning the history of this influencial

respect must be mustered, leading to true understand- 
ing of their unhurried style.

Flanged and phazed 
guitar crunch is dragged through the muck, chugging 
along dramatically, then suddenly breaking into a 
warped out solo. Full of 
suprises, these old codgers, in- 
spired by such bands as 
Motorhead and fellow Sabbath 
‘gazers Soundgarden. 

The Obsessed sound as if 
they have overlooked the fad 
of metal pervervion and wa- 
tered down heaviness, which 
they helped create. It is fitting irony that the more 
commercially successful tangents of their style have 
quickly sprouted only to be just as quickly routed, 
fading into the gutter of dark metalic alleys. The 
Obsessed have remained long haired, tatooed and 
grimy since the dawning days of DC hardcore and are 
just now reaching the world. The Obsessed are like a 
monstrous VW Bug. They might be a bit older and not 
have the best performance or comfortable handling, 


but the run forever. They have that vintage character 


which modern, quicker vehicles can never imitate.

Coach Tim Hendricks will split the UNO 
women’s track team this weekend in order 
to compete at both the Nebraska Wesleyan 
Invite and the Kansas Relays. 

“T’ll be taking eight people to the Kansas 
Relays while my assistant takes the rest to 
Lincoln,” Hendricks said. “The people we 
take down to Kansas will have a better 
challenge.” 

Those going to the Kansas Relays in- 
clude Linda Vondras, Kim Osler and Sue 
Del Castillo. Hendricks explained that the 
competition level at the Kansas Relays 
would provide stronger motivation for the 
athletes. 

“There’s no one to challenge these kids 
at Nebraska Wesleyan,” Hendricks said. 
“They'll be forced to run a little faster if 
they want a good standing.” 

Hendricks also said the Lady Mavs had 
high goals for the team in Kansas. 

“We want to run the mile relay under that 
four minute mark,” Hendricks said. “We 
also want to have a good 4x200 and maybe 
beat the school record.” 

Another goal for the team at the Kansas 
Relays, according to Hendricks, is to per- 
fect the techniques used during the 4x100 
relay. 

“We have a lot of wrinkles to iron out in 
the 4x100,” Hendricks said. “The more you

run that race, the better.” 
Because of the decision to split the team, 


‘Hendricks said, the Lady Mavs probably
